I  would  be  the 

first  to  advocate  obeying  just  laws.  Conversely,  one  has 

a  moral  responsibility  to  disobey  unjust  laws.  I  would 

agree  with  St.  Augustine  that  "an  unjust  law  is  no  law  at 

all." 

Now,  what  is  the  difference  between  the  two?  How 
does  one  determine  whether  a  law  is  just  or  unjust?... 
Any  law  that  uplifts  human  personality  is  just.  Any  law 
that  degrades  human  personality  is  unjust.... 

Let  us  consider  a  more  concrete  example  of  just  and 
unjust  laws.  An  unjust  law  is  a  code  that  a  numerical  or 
power  majority  group  compels  a  minority  group  to  obey 
but  does  not  make  binding  on  itself.  This  is  difference 
made  legal.  By  the  same  token,  a  just  law  is  a  code  that 
a  majority  compels  a  minority  to  follow  and  that  it  is  will- 
ing to  follow  itself.  This  is  sameness  made  legal.... 

Sometimes  a  law  is  just  on  its  face  and  unjust  in  its 
application.  For  instance,  I  have  been  arrested  on  a 
charge  of  parading  without  a  permit.  Now,  there  is  noth- 
ing wrong  in  having  an  ordinance  which  requires  a  per- 
mit for  a  parade.  But  such  an  ordinance  becomes  unjust 
when  it  is  used  to  maintain  segregation  and  to  deny  citi- 
zens the  First-Amendment  privilege  of  peaceful  assembly 
and  protest....
